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mile from Reading. It is a favourite place tor boating and 
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Bakewell Bridge. Bakewell Bridge throws its 
substantial arches between bank and bank of the Wye 
river, close to one of the pleasantest towns in Derbyshire, 
quiet Bakewell, beloved of anglers, which lies in the 
embrace of softly-wooded hills and rich meadowlands, 
where herds of fine cattle eat and ruminate. In close 
proximity is Haddon Hall, and a few miles distant is 
Chatsworth House, the residence of the Duke of Devon¬ 
shire. 
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
